Dead. 
Chicago, Juno 2L —Father Jonn Car­ 
roll is dead. 
The veteran priest died this 
morning at 2:45 o’cclock at Mercy hos­ 
pital after a prolonged illness 
Father 
Carroll’s lifo has been a beautiful one. 
For CO years ho has toiled in His Master s 
vineyard aud he will now reap the fruit of 
his years of labor. 
He was born Juno 30, 1796, in Queens 
county, Ireland. 
When yet young ho be­ 
came a favorite with his un do. tho ro- 
uowned Bishop Bourke of Halifax', who 
took him in charge and personally educated 
bim. 
As tho uncle was a man of great 
scholarly attainments tho nephew became 
ono also. 
June 29, 1820, Bishop Bourko 
ordained Father Carroll to tho priesthood, 
and tho young priest was stationed in tho 
diocese of Halifax. 
He performed active 
missionary service and made hosts of con­ 
verts among tho French Canadians. 
For his ablo work as a missionary Father 
Carroll was mado vicar-general of tho 
Halitax diocese, a post which no filled fur 
many years with honer. 
Ile resided at 
Niagara Fulls for somo yours, but becoming 
restless ho moved west to Woodstock. 
It 
was in 1869 that ho first bocamo actively 
Identified with tho interests of this dio esc 
and bocamo a prime favorite with tho late 
Bishop Foley. 
Everybody know him then 
as "Old” Father Carroll, and as such he 
bas since remained. 
He was nearly 80 years old when he 
came to Chicago. 
Tho other priests were 
at first inclined to think that Luther Car­ 
roll was too old for active service, but the 
old man soon caused them to change 
their 
minds. 
One 
after 
another of 
the 
young 
priests 
of 
the 
city 
were invited 
to 
go 
out 
with 
him 
when making his calls in tho city and sub­ 
urbs. 
Those who did go never forgot their 
ixperience, for the sturdy old priest was a 
pedestrian and set a paco that they found 
hard to rival. 
Old age, not disease, was tho canso of 
tho veteran’s death.

J o h n st o w n, P a, Juno 21.—Tho strike 
among tho laboring men here is fairly on. 
There are not moro than ono thousand at, 
work. 
Those employed by McKnight, tho 
Pittsburg contractor, aro idle, and tile 
dissatisfaction and discord is spreading. 
Domineering bosses and short rations aro 
tho causes. 
Tho military are on active 
duty and n local company of tho Fifth 
regiment has been ordered out. 
While 
everything appears quiet on tho surface 
there is a fear that discord may break out 
at any tin e, and that a riot will follow. 
A largely attended meeting of tho strikers 
was held in tho open square this morning, 
rad their grievances were freely discussed. 
A committee of twenty was appointed to 
confer with those men at work and to dis- 
J cover tho exact number of men in sym­ 
pathy with the strike. 
Threo carloads of 
Italians arrived here this morning from 
tho east, but a committee of striking 
Italians met them at the station and per­ 
suaded them not to leavo the train until 
the present labor trouble is settled. 
Tho 
new-comers were side-tracked and will be 
fed by tho strikers. 
The committee appointed at tho morn­ 
ing meeting of tho striking laborers re­ 
ported to a meeting held an hour later that 
all the foreign mon had laid off, but that 
all the lo a1 men at tho request of tho 
linkers have continued work. 
Another 
meeting will bo held at which a committee 
consisting of all the bosses will bo ap ­ 
pointed to confer with the contractors, 
with a v iew to rearranging the ontire 
wage system.

has just arrived here and is in consultation 
with Gen. Hastings.

The fact has been withheld by 
tho postoffice officials that tho investigation 
m ight not bo hampered. 
For tw o days a 
governm ent inspector or detective has been 
in the city, but ho has proceeded so quietly 
th at his presence has been known to only 
attaches of the departm ent, and not all of 
them were aw are of his coming, 
Tho mail 
for Southern points as far as New Orleans 
w as arranged 
as usual, put in a pouch, 
locked up aud delivered at the door of tho 
postoffice to tho driver of the w agon 
which 
carries m ail to the depot. 
Tho 
pouch w as locked up in the w agon, w hich 
drove off toward tho depot, and that is tho 
last heard of it as yet. 
The loss of tho 1 ouch 
was detected 
in 
tw o or three days and in this w ay: 
A c­ 
cording 
to a rule of the Governm ent a 
number of Southern 
postoffices are re­ 
quired to daily rem it to the N ashville post­ 
office ail excess of receipts over a certain 
sum, which varies according to tho volum e 
of business done at a place. 
This is done 
that no largo sum of money m ay bo stopped 
at any oilicc. 
N ashville in turn m akes 
a daily rem ittance to Louisville and L ouis­ 
ville to New York. 
R eceipts for these re­ 
m ittances are daily sent to tho postm asters 
forw arding tho 
m oney. 
On 
M ay 9 the 
postm asters to whom receipts were duo 
from Dr. Currey for rem ittances of M ay G 
w rote that their vouchers had not arrived. 
Tho banks at 
Franklin, Columbia, and 
Pulaski then notified him of tho failure to 
get checks, etc. 
Proof that the entire 
m ail 
fio m N ashville to the South had 
disapi>eared rapidly accum ulated, and Dr. 
Currey m ade an investigation. Ho learned, 
it is stated, that the m ail pouch had boon 
delivered at tho door of tile -postoffice, as 
usual to tho driver at tho contra* tors' 
wagon. 
Tho m ail clerk on tho train which 
should have received 
tho postage, 
stated 
that ho had never seen anything of it. 
The pouch, it was thus reasoned, had dis­ 
appeared after leaving tho postoffice. 
But 
how? 
To settle the question, Dr. Currey, on 
May Id, notified tho department at W ash­ 
ington that it m ight make an investiga­ 
tion. 
Nothing further was heard iii this 
connection until, as stated, Mr. Stubbs, a 
special agent came to Nashville last Tues­ 
day to hunt the affair down. 
It is im­ 
possible now to learn how much money 
was in tho mail. 
It was destined for a 
large and important territory, and tho 
presumption is that tho pouch contained 
much valuable matter.

It is our intention in presenting this de­ 
sign to show what can bo done with a 
small sum and a homo that will meet tho 
wants of many intending builders, which 
shall be at the same time cozy aud pictur­ 
esque. 
The following is a somewhat de­ 
tailed description of tho design wo illus­ 
trate, furnished us by Architect Goorgo 
W. Myers, of Detroit, Mich. 
Size of houso: width 26 feot, length 36 
foot, not including the steps. 
Tho building 
is a two-story frame structure, containing 
in all eight rooms. 
In front of tho houso 
is] a handsome veranda 7x13 foot in sizo, 
which opens into a large, well-lighted re­ 
ception hall 13 feet 4 inches x 13 feot in 
sizo. 
To tho right of this hall, and con­ 
nected by an archway, is the parlor, 12x15 
feet, with a Oro place and a largo bay 
window. 
In the rear of tho parlor and 
connected by folding doors is tho dining­ 
room, 12x14 feot, with a china closot off 
4x4 feet 6 inches, the dining-room having 
direct communication with tho reception 
hall. 
In tho rear of tho building is the 
kitchen, 10x13 feet 4 inches, with a pantry 
4x7 feet 6 inches. 
From tho pantry is tho 
stairs leading to tho cellar, which is 12 foot 
4 inches x 14 feot. 
In tho second story over the rocoption 
hall is a chamber 7 feot 8 inches by 12 feet 
4 inches with a closet 2 foot 4 inches by 7

THE 9ESTWHTE-S0AP-MADE IN-AMERICA 
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P earson as an Inventor. 
When 
little more than a boy the late 
Postmaster Pearson of New York invented 
a life saving boat, 
He was poor and un­ 
able to raise the money necessary to have 
his invention patented. 
Ile went to a 
man of some means, who promised to 
take the boat in hand and see that it was 
properly put before the public in con­ 
sideration of an interest in it. 
When 
young Pearson found that the product 
of his inventive genius was marketed he 
also discovered that by some legal trick­ 
ery he had been wholly defrauded of his 
rights in it. 
The patent proved valuable 
and boats constructed upon its principle 
are now’ in use all along the coast, but 
Mr. Pearson never received a cent of 
profit. At the centennial exhibition in 
Phiiadelphia in 1876 the original model 
of this life saving boat was one of the 
things to be seen. 
As Mr. Pearson’s eye 
fell upon it he remarked to the persons 
who were with him: “There is my boat.’

on invitation a report­ 
er of the Gazette visited the hom e of J . 
A. Deemston, in tbe first ward, to wit­ 
ness the performance of these wonder­ 
ful insects, whose Jives are wholly de­ 
voted to tbe manufacture of the cocoon 
from which silk is obtained. Tbe life 
and operation of these little creatures is 
marvelous. 
Tbe worm is batched from a little ash- 
colored egg no larger than a grain of 
mustard seed - a n i attaios its fall growth 
in 
about 
thirty-two 
days 
elating 
off . 
its 
outer 
skin 
usually four times which are called 
moQltmgs. The first moulting is abou 
the fourth or fifth day, the second the 
eighth or moth, the third about the four­ 
teenth, and tbe fourth the twenty-sea- 
ond day. At tbe time of eioh moulting 
they cease eating and remain for some 
hours in a torpid state. 
Between tbe 
mouUinga they feed and grow very rab­ 
idly, and devour enormous quantities of 
food considering their size. At the end 
of [the fifth age they cease feeding an i 
begin the silk producing operation which 
'Bats about four days. Tbe fibre is ex­ 
ceedingly fine and delicate. 
They wind 
themselves up in a ball about tbe size of 
a pigeon’s egg, which may be reeled off 
in a continuous three!. 
Tho worm re­ 
mains in the 
cocoon about 
twelve 
ort 
fourteen 
da}s 
when 
it 
changes into a miller, eats its way out 
and in about thirty-six boars begins to 
deposit eggs, of which each butte?fly 
lays about four hundred. Tbe miller or 
battel fly never eats but dies in a few 
da)B after it has done laying. 
“ As soon as tbe worm is ready to begin 
its silk producing piocess” said Mrs. 
Denniston, “I make a email cornucopia 
out of any ordinary piece of paper in 
which I place the worm, which at first 
spins a solid web over tbe top, entirely 
enclosing itself, when it commences its 
work. They will commence their work 
in any ordinary enclosure, but tbe small 
cornucopia seems very well adapted to 
their purpose.’’ Mrs. Dennistou then 
brought out one of the worms m ber 
hand. 
When full grown they arc about 
three or four inches long and ab)ut ac 
inch around tbe body. 
“These worms seem to possess intelli­ 
gence to a considerable degree,” said 
Mr. Dennison. “ They will raise them 
selves up as though looking into your 
faoe as knowingly as a cat or a dog. 
it 
is amusing to see them devour tbe leaves 
and berries of tbe mulberry tree.” 
“ Do you keep them entirely on tbe 
leaves and berries of this tree?” 
“ No, they are very fond of osa*e or­ 
ange leaves. 
Home people claim that 
they will subsist on lettuce, but I hardly 
think they will do quite as well on any­ 
thing as tbe mulberry, as this is their 
native Jood.” 
“ Do you think this business can be 
carried on in this country with any de 
gree of profit.” 
“I hardly think so,” said Mr. Dennis­ 
o n , “ unless it is carried on in a very ex­ 
tensive way, and even then unless help 
was as cheap as It is in some of the east­ 
ern countries, it does not seem to me 
though there would be much money 
it. Mrs. Dennistou raises them more 
out of cariosity than anything else. 
We 
had at one time about twelve hundred 
worms, baft we have given a good many 
to thelneighbore, and lost more or less in 
various ways. At present we have about 
six hundred. 
It is an interesting sight to watch 
these creatures devour their food. We 
sometimes plaoe them on a table. They 
will stay on any level place like that 
without danger of crawling around the 
room. F at before them a large quantity 
of branches of the mulberry tree and they 
devour the foliage an i berry in a raven­ 
ous manner. 
We can bear them eat all 
over tbe bouse. 
They seem to relish it 
exceedingly.”,
